WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
The House refused today to con- 
sider legislation penalizing labor 
wnions striking in violation of 
contract agreements. 

The action, a major victory for 
opponents of stringent labor leg- 
islation, was on a recommendation 
of the Rules Committee for con- 
sideration of a bill repealing the 


War Labor Disputes Act and im- 
posing new curbs on union ac- 
tivity. It was taken by a roll- 
eal] vote of 200 to 182. 

Chairman May (Dem.) Ken- 
tucky, of the Military Committee, 
which wrote the legislation, ear- 
lier had announced he would not 
geek actual consideration of the 
bill until the Labor Committee 
had time to study a separate 
measure setting up fact-finding 
boards to handle major labor dis- 

utes. 

In addition to rpealing major 
provisions of the War Labor Dis- 
putes Act, the bill debated today 
would restrict political activities 
of unions and would make unions 
striking in violation of contracts 
liable for civil damages and strip 
them of their collective bargain- 
ing status for one year. 

Earlier the House Military Com- 
mittee refused to approve the Ad- 
ministration’s strike - prevention 
bill as an amendment to this re- 
pealer measure. The action was 
taken in executive session by a 
vote members reported as 10 to 8. 

The Administration bill would 
set up fact-finding boards to 
handle major labor disputes, and 
provide for prohibiting strikes 
during a 30-day period while the 
boards work. 


UAW-FORD TALKS 
BEGIN TOMORROW 


DETROIT, Dec. 11 (AP)—A 
union plan for curbing “wildcat” 
strikes and slow-downs paved the 
way today for wage talks with the 
Ford Motor Co., only member of 
the automotive “Big Three” still 
under union contract. 

The Ford company’s favorable 
reaction to the proposal also 
raised the possibility that some 
similar method might be used in 
solving other car industry labor 
deadlocks, such as the strike that 
has made 213,000 General Motors 
employes idle. 

Strike Fund to Be Raised. 

The International UAW, declar- 
ing it “apparent” that the General 
Motors strike will be “of lengthy 
duration,” asked its members to- 
day to contribute at least $1 each 
to a special strike fund. 

Dec. 15 has been set as the “I 
gave to win day” on which the 
drive for funds will begin. It 
will cease with the ending of the 
General Motors strike, the union 
said.

ADEQUATE VETERAN CENTER 


SAYS GRIFFIN 


City Denied Funds—War Chest Feared 


Duplication of Effort — Some Opposdd 
Setup as Unnecessary.

John J. Griffin, president of the 
board of directors of the Veterans’ 


Information and Referral Center, 
_today told of the difficulties, some 
| them insurmountable, which 
were faced by his group in its at- 
tempt to set up an adequate center 
‘for returned war veterans. 
Griffin yesterday announced 
that he would present to his board 
of directors a resolution asking 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann for 
sufficient space in Kiel Auditori- 


um to set up a one-stop com- 


munity service center for veterans, 


and for city financial support for 


the center. The resolution will 


‘be considered by the Referral 
Center board Thursday afternoon. 


Financing even the present Re- 


ferral Center in the Old Court- 
house, Griffin said, was a difficult 


undertaking. 


“Both Mayor Kaufmann and 


City Counselor George Stemmler 
told us that city funds were not 
‘available to finance such a cen- 


ter,” Griffin said. “The Mayor did 


offer to help us staff a center with 
city employes, but we did not 
want that. 

“When we approached the War 
Chest for funds we found mem- 
bers of the board fearful that a 
center for veterans would dupli- 
cate the services of agencies al- 
ready supported by chest funds. 
We also met the statement that 
a center for veterans was not 
needed. 


“One member of the War Chest 
finance committee told us that all 
we needed to do was to print a 
directory of existing agencies. 
which could be of service to re- 
turned war veterans. Cost of this 
project, we were told, should not 
exceed $100.” 

The War Chest appropriated 
$25,000 for support of the Referral 
Center, Griffin said, only after 
considerable urging. “I pointed 
out- to the Chest finance commit- 
tee,” Griffin said, “that the War 
Chest having raised its funds on 
the basis of meeting the needs of 
returning veterans, it would be

BOARD REDRAFTS 
CHARGES AGANST 
TWO POLICEMEN 


Richard T. Miller, Ber- 
nard T. Casserly, Lead- 


ers in Forming Union, 


Are N amed. 


Charges against two policemen, 
who admittedly were leaders in 


the formation of a police union 
in defiance of departmental rules, 
were drafted by the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners in a three-hour 
executive session today. A hear- 
ing on the charges will be held 
next Tuesday at 10 a.m. 

Those named in the charges 
were Motorcycle Patrolmen Rich- 
ard T. Miller, acting president of 
the AFL American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployes, and Bernard T. Casserly, 
acting ° secretary-treasurer. Al- 
though the nature of the charges 
was not disclosed, in general the 
two officers are charged with vio- 
lating: a police department rule 
prohibiting the formation of a 
union. 

Mark D. Eagleton, president of 


tthe board, announced after the 


meeting that the entire time was 
spent rewording a rough draft of 
the charges as submitted to the 
board by its attorneys, Associate 
City Counselor James V. Frank 
and Assistant State Attorney Gen- 
eral Frank P. Motherway. 
Charge Five Pages Long. 

The charges, as redrawn by the 
board, with assistance of counsel, 
Acting Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell and Police Inspector 
Maurice M. Mulcahy, were re- 
viewed again at 3 p.m. by the 
board. The charge against each 
of the two policemen was about 
five or six pages long. 

After the board approved the 
charges, they were given to Mul- 
cahy to serve on the two men. 

If the board finds the charges 
in order at their later meeting to- 
day, it will approve them and give 
them to Mulcahy to serve on the 
two officers. 

Eagleton said the board fully ex- 
pected the accused men to be rep- 
resented by counsel at the trial 
before the board next Tuesday. 
Exact copies of the charges will be 
forwarded to their attorney, 8S. D. 
Flanagan, who told a_é Post- 
Dispatch: reporter that the next 
step in the union’s fight for organ- 
izational privileges could not be 
determined until he had had an 
opportunity to review the charges. 

Legal Aspects Considered. 

All legal aspects of the board’s 
efforts to crush the union were 
taken into consideration in the 
drafting of the charges, Eagleton 
said, explaining that some le- 
galities may arise as a result 
of an injunction suit filed by the 
union to restrain the board from 
proceeding with its plans to break

Discounting the extent of his 
own financial interest in Califor- 
nia. coastal oil resources, Pauley 
declared that the test suit filed by 
the Department of Justice to de- 


termine the legal ownership of 
tidelands constituted a threat to 
states’ rights. The pending Sum- 
ners-McCarran quitclaim legisla- 
tion would end this threat and 
reaffirm the states’ title to the 
marginal sea areas, Pauley said. 

He made a special point of the 
rumored interest of Lawyer-Lobby- 
ist Thomas G. (Tommy the Cork) 
Corcoran in the Government’s test 
suit, He asserted that the “specu- 
lators” and “promoters” were on 
the Government side, hoping that 
the United States Supreme Court 
would award tidelands ownership 
to the Governmgnt so that their 
federal claims would be validated. 

As has been told, Corcoran de- 
nies that he has any direct inter- 
est in federal or state claimants. 
C. M. (Mac) Wright, who shares 
office space with the.,Cork, does 
represent a group of federal claim- 
ants headed by a Californian 
named Joseph Cunningham. Be- 
cause of his personal friendship 
for Wright, Corcoran has said, he 
has become interested in the con- 
troversy. 

White House Policy. 

Rosenman listened to Pauley, 
got his viewpoint and the “facts” 
as Pauley sees them, and then re- 
plied merely that it was a matter 
of White House policy, and the 
policy already had been set. While 
he did not elaborate on this in his 
discussion with Pauley, it is 
known—as published in the 
Post-Dispatch last month—that 
President Truman personally di- 
rected the filing of the Govern- 
ment’s test suit on tidelands, and 
that his present intention is to 
veto the Sumners-McCarran bill if 
it passes the Senate. It already 
has gone through the House. 

The White House view, it is un- 
derstood, will be that Congress 
must not deprive the Supreme 
Court of its right and its obliga- 
tion to act on a pending case. In 
connection with the quitclaim bill 
itself, it is noteworthy that in 
1938 the so-called Nye resolution, 
which would have asserted fed- 
eral title to the oil-rich tidelands, 
passed the Senate without dissent. 
Truman was then a Senator. The 
Nye measure also was reported 
favorably by the House Judiciary 
Committee, but for some myste- 
rious reason never came to a floor 
vote, 

In spite of the Post-Dispatch’s 
authoritative information that 
Truman would not give away fed- 
eral rights to tidelands oil by 
signing the quitclaim bill, some 
California oil men close to Pauley 
continue to be cocksure that the 
President would sign the bill.

NUERNBERG, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
Ten-year-old Russian children 
were kidnaped for slavery in Ger- 
man war factories as part of the 
Nazi campaign of “extermination 
through work,” according to evi- 
dence submitted today at the war 
crimes trial of 21 of Adolf Hitler’s 
top leaders, 

Producing the Germans’ own 
records of mass enslavement of 
conquered peoples to keep the 
Nazi war machine running, Unit- 
ed States Assistant Prosecutor 
Thomas J. Dodd said the kid- 
naping policy was approved by 
Alfred Rosenberg, the party’s of- 
ficial philosopher and fifth column 
expert. ° 

Not only were children kidnaped 
for slave labor, but the abduction 
also of children of “good blood” 
was favored by the Gestapo to 
build up Germany’s war-depleted 
population, other Nazi records dis- 
closed. 

German Movies Shown. 

The Nazi leaders on trial before 
the International Military  Tri- 
bunal earlier in the day’s session 
watched with mixed emotions a 
documentary film of themselves in 
the decade in which Hitler 
grabbed power and set Germany 
on the road to aggression and 
ruin. 

Dodd described defendant Fritz 
Sauckel, former S.S. general and 
high commissioner of labor, as the 
kingpin of Germany’s slave labor. 

He read from Heinrich Himm- 
ler’s speech of Oct. 4, 1943, in 
which the Gestapo chief told 8.8. 
leaders: 

“Our basic principle must be ab- 
solute rule for S.S. men. We must 
be honest, decent, loyal and com- 
radely to members of our own 
blood and to nobody else. What 
happens to the Russian and to the 
Czech does not interest me in the 
slightest. What nations can offer 
in the way of good blood of our 
type we will take, if necessary, by 
kidnaping their children and rais- 
ing them for us.” 

“Extermination” Plan. 

The planned policy of enslaving 
captive peoples for work in Ger- 
man factories and on German 
farms was “a program of extermi- 
nation through work,” Dodd de- 
clared.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
The Army detailed to Congress to- 
day how it would handle univer- 
‘sal military training if President 
Truman’s tequest for such a law 
is granted. 

Four major generals explained 
the .program to the House Mili- 
tary Committee. They were 
George J. Richards, War Depart- 
ment budget officer; Ray E. Por- 


iter, director of the special plan- 


ining division; Willard 8S. Paul, 
(assistant chief of staff for per- 
‘sonnel, and I. H. Edwards, assist- 
‘ant chief of staff for training. 
How Plan Would Operate. 

The universal training program, 
today’s witnesses said, would op- 
erate thus: 

Who would be trained? Young 
men in the age group 18 throtgh 
20; the training normally would 
begin when a youth is 18, unless 
he hadn’t finished high school, in 
which case he could wait until 
he graduated; a youth who had 
finished high school at the age of 
17 could start training then, with 
his parents’ consent. 

How many would be trained? 
After allowing for rejections for 
physical and other disabilities, the 
Army would train 700,000 and the 
Navy about 260,000 annually, leav- 


ing between 140,000 and 240,000 
who would be rejected each year. 

How would they be selected” 
By local civilian agencies similar 
to local draft boards; each youth 
would register by mail when he 
becomes 18; his local board would 
tell him when his training would 
start, and there would be several 
different entry dates annually, 
with the individual’s convenience 
to be considered as much as pos- 
sible. 

Choice of Services. 

When would a youth's first ac- 
tual contact with the military oc- 
cur? At a receiving station to 
which he would be ordered by his 
local board to report. There he 
would be given a special oath and 
examinations and offered a choice 
of services. He would be assigned 
to the services requested, if pos- 


sible. 

What kind of training would a 
youth receive? An initial recruit 
training period of about eight 
weeks to teach him the funda- 
mentals of life as a soldier; this 
would be followed by a period of 
technical training, the length of 
which would vary, depending on 
the assignment; then would be 
unit training, and finally com- 
bined training to teach the re- 
cruits how to act as an integral 
part of an army; the combined 
training, under combat conditions, 
would last about eight weeks. 

Who would do the training? A 
selected training organization 
composed of National Guard of- 
ficers, reserve officers, and eén- 
listed men on temporary active 
duty. 

Would the one year be devoted 
entirely to military training? Gen- 
erally, yes, but there would be 
holiday furloughs and short vaca- 
tion periods; there would be edu- 
cational and recreational facilities, 
but the emphasis would be on 
training men to go to war in a 
hurry if necessary. 

Paid $30 a Month. 

Would the trainees be paid? 
Yes, at the rate of about $30 a 
month (Army regulars get $50 
monthly but are subject to actual 
Army duty only by special act of 
Congress): The trainees also 
-would have dependency benefits 
and would receive Army clothing, 


equipment and rations and a dis- 
tinctive insignia.

One of the inevitable results of 
the acute housing shortage—loss 
to the city of some of the most 
desirable types of citizens—is illus- 
trated by two incidents coming to 
the attention of the Information 
and Referral Center recently. 

Charles K. Bubert, an Air 
Forces veteran, came here. six 
weeks ago from Baltimore to ac- 
cept a position as aeronautical 
draftsman with the McDonnell 
Aircraft Corporation. Today he is 
leaving with his wife and baby 
for Baltimore because he has been 
unable to find a home for them. 

“I like my job,” he said, “but 
after four years in the Army I 
consider living with my family 
more important than any job. I 
don’t have anything lined up in 
Baltimore but I know enough peo- 
ple there to help me find a home 
and I'll look for the job when we 
get settled.” 

Lack of Room Here.

Some of Difficulties. 

Some of the difficulties facing 
the referral center in providing 
housing for veterans are revealed 
in a statistical study made by Ken- 
neth A. Simpson in charge of hous- 
ing operations. 

During the first three months of 
operations, Sept. 6 to Dec. 6, Simp- 
son found that of the 2048 appli- 
cants for housing only 8 per cent 
could be accommodated in one or 
two rooms whereas 83 per cent of | 
listings are for this type of dwell- 
ing. 

He reported that 84 per cent of 
applicants seek three or four 
rooms, while only 14 per cent of 
listings include this number. 
Would-be renters with children to- 
taled 871 but only 74 landlords 
would accept children. A large’ 
majority of people, 1540 out of 
2048, have their own furniture but 
only 37 listings were unfurnished. 

Notwithstanding these difficul- 
ties, the center has placed about 
9 per cent of the 2048 applicants 
while 17 per cent have found 
places without the center’s assist- 
ance. There are still about 30 
listings available, but these are 
agg Soca. tag rooms, he said, 

sponse to Hardships. 

That a number of accommoda- 
tions are still available but un- 
listed is shown, he thinks, by the 
immediate response to published 
accounts of hardships endured by 
the homeless. He pointed out 
that a recent article in the Sun-

Among its objectives, the peti- 
tion states, the college would pro- 
mote public health by education 
and distribution of pharmaceutical 
information and by encouraging 
interest in prescribing “to lessen 
the danger of self-medication.” 

Bylaws, outlined in the petition, 
include a code of ethics which 
would prohibit members from dis- 
playing in their stores tobacco, 
liquor, soft drinks, food or ice 
cream, and from installing lot- 
teries or gambling devices.

“detract from the professional ap- 
pearance of the pharmacy.”

The real 
estate was held in the names of 
straw parties, the agents said, 
among them being Vera Thorpe 
Moisant, Anna Moisant, Thora 
Cardwell and Othelia Parker, The 
agents identified Thora Cardwell 
as Thora Cardwell Rhodes, Park- 
er’s former secretary and his law 
partner at the time of his death.

We 
will propose that the Government 
pay the full cost of panelizing, 
moving and re-erecting this hous- 
ing, and that the cities, as their 
share, supply the sites and con- 
nections with outside utilities and 
assume responsibility for manage- 


housing.” 

He predicted the shortage of 
housing units would reach 3,000,- 
000 by the end of 1946. At least 
500,000 units should be built next 
year, he said. 

Maj. Gen Philip B. Fleming, ad- 
mninistrator of the Federal Works 
Agency, said in an address that 
public construction should be 
planned so as to take up the slack 
when private demand for con- 
struction labor and materials ta- 
pers off.

sioner have the right to throw any 


rules or laws out of the book be- | 


cause he considered them detri- 
mental to the best interests of 
baseball. And so it wasn’t neces- 
sary for the minors to go to all 
the trouble and loud bother of 
their anti-Chandler legislation. 

“If the commissioner considers 
any legislation detrimental to 
baseball,” the majors explained, 
“he can require reconsideration of 
such legislation.” 

Majors Have Power. 

In that case the majors would 
have to vote again in favor of the 
legislation to show the commis- 
sioner that they were not fooling. 
Thus the major leagues have come 
out flatly for their wishes, detri- 
mental or otherwise. 

A slight disagreement between 
the leagues on the question of 
night baseball remained after the 
long sessions, so it was stated an 
announcement of a decision would 
be deferred until this afternoon 
or tonight. However, it is under. 
stood that the majority is in favor 
of permitting the Browns, Cardi- 
nals and Washington Senators to 
play all the night games they de- 
sire. Which means virtually al’ 
games ‘in St. Louis, except on 
Sundays and holidays, will be un- 
der the floodlights. 

Decision on the question of pay- 
ing bonuses to ball players, sub- 
mitted after the minors had voted 
to prohibit all bonus payments, 
also was deferred until today. 

It was decided to keep the Pa- 
cific Coast League in suspense a 
little longer, so the decision to 
refuse permission for that circuit 
to become a major league will not 
be announced until tomorrow, at 
the joint meeting. 

McCormick to Phillies. 

The meeting finally produced a 
deal involving a big-name ball 
player when the Phillies _an- 
nounced that they had obtained 
First Baseman Frank McCormick 
from the Cincinnati Reds for cash 
and an unimportant player to be 
named later. It was announced 
by the Reds that they were going 
to rebuild and that to do that 
it was necessary first to tear 
down. And so the Phillies, also 
rebuilding, get a player nat con- 
sidered useful in the Reds’ project. 

Charley De Witt, secretary of 
the Browns, annouced that the St. 
Lovis Americans had made an 


offer to the Cleveland Indians for | 


the services of Outfielder Geof- 
frey Heath. No details were given 
as to the players and cash offered 
but the Browns 
offer an attractive one and are 
awaiting a reply from the Indians. 

The Browns were unfortunate 
tn their efforts to sign a promis- 
ing young right-handed pitcher. 
They scouted Louis Kretlow, who 
had been pitching for an Army 
team at Enid, Okla., and consid- 
ered him such a fine prospect that 
they offered him a bonus of $25. 
900 to sign a Brownie contract 
However, he took the offer to the 
Detroit Tigers and peddled himself 
to that club. 

“The $25,000 was our first offer 
and we probably would have gone 
as high as $50,000,” DeWitt ex- 
plained. “But instead of talking 
it over with us, Kretlow failed 
even to keep an appointment with 
Jack Fournier, and we 
today that he had been signed by 
the Detroit club. But we made a 
sincere effort to land him for the 
Browns.”

Quail Shooting Normal 
Since Cold Snap of 
Thanksgiving With 
Covies Found Where 
They Belong. 


Well, this week I went duck 
hunting when I should have been 
bird shooting, and vice versa— 
but more of that later. It seems 
to me that with the quail season 
five weeks along, the picture be- 
gins to round out. On the first 
two weekends we had the experi- 
ence, as did other hunters, of run- 


learned | 


ning into a lot of single birds. 
Some were in the open and some 
in cover. Some of the covies we 
found were in places where they 
belonged and others weren’t. Since 
Thanksgiving, conditions have been 
close to normal except for scar- 
city of birds in lowlands that 
flooded badly last summer. Look- 
ing back over 30 years of bird 
shooting, with a couple of seasons 
out for the first war, I'd say un- 
seasonably warm weather was re- 
sponsible for pre- Thanksgiving 
conditions. Every hunter who 
‘goes afield during late summer 


‘and early autumn knows that quail 


do a lot of shifting about during 
‘this time before they covey up 
for the winter. /This “autumn 
shuffle’ which takes place each 
|year may be one thing that keeps 
quail from inbreeding—and I’m 
sure your experience checks with 
mine that it takes one good cold 
snap to settle the birds into final 
‘covey formation in the territory 
‘where they will winter. 


Birds Where They Belong. 
| This season the cold snap didn’t 
come until Thanksgiving. Since 
then we've found our birds pretty 
‘much where they belong, with 
'some variations due to cropping 
‘and grazing. Reports which come 
to me from all over the state, ex- 
‘cept those from the southeast 
Ozarks, confirm this situation. A 
record of one man’s bird-finding 
experience doesn’t make a season, 
but these figures from some of 
| this year’s hunts are set down for 
what they’re worth: 

| Nov. 17—Jefferson county, west; 
two dogs, four hours; six scat- 
'tered singles, three covies, birds 
‘wild and hard to handle. 

| Nov. 22—St. Louis county, Mera- 
mec bottoms; one dog, two hours; 
one seven-bird covey, points on 
three singles after covey rise; all 
birds lef€ for seed stock. 

Nov, 24—Jefferson county, west 
(same as 17th); two dogs, four 
|hours; five coveys, no scattered

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FIRE RAIDS KILLED 500,000 
GERMAN CIVILIANS, SURVEY 
SAYS; WORSE THAN ATOM BOMB 


Death in Peculiar Forms From Heat as High 
as 1472 Degrees Fahrenheit—Many Suf-) jg 
focated in Shelters—Others Fleeing Into ge 
Streets Killed by Hot Blasts. :

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. 
HE terrible effects of Allied air raids on German civilians were 
| ee by the medical branch of the United States Strategic 
Bombing Survey in a report made public last night. Basing their 
figures On personal investigation and such statistics and reports as 
could be found in the Reich, the members of the medical branch 
» estimated about 500,000 German civilians were killed from the be- 


ginning of the great Allied raids until the end of the war. 


In the entire war, 60,585 civil- 
fans were killed in England by air 
raids, the British Information 
Service here stated. Of this num- 
ber, 8436 died in V-bomb attacks. 

Fire raids on Germany were 
found to be similar in their ef- 
fects to the atomic bomb attacks 
on Hiroshima and NagaSaki. 

“Fire is the killer in air raids,” 
the report said. “Although many 
are incinerated in the flames in 
an incendiary raid, there is a 
greater chance that the average 
victim will die from inhaling 
guper-heated air or quietly suc- 
cumb to carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. 

“There is a difference between 
peacetime fires and fires subse- 
quent to air raids, but the differ- 
ence is only quantitive. Thus, 
16,000 buildings were aflame at 
the same time in Hamburg in 
July 1943. Furthermore, people 
rarely seek refuge in the base- 
ment if their house is on fire in 
peacetime, 


1472-Degree Heat. 


“Police engineers in Hamburg 
estimated that temperatures in 
the burning city blocks went as 
high as 1472 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Literally hundreds of people were 
geen Jeaving shelters after the 
heat became intense. 

“They ran across the street and 
were seen to collapse very slowly 
like people who were utterly ex- 
hausted. They could not get up. 
Many thus killed were found to 
be naked. Two explanations have 
been offered for this phenomenon: 
That flames sported across the 
street with the speed of a tornado 
and consumed the victims’ cloth- 
ing, singeing their skin, or that 
the intense heat made the clothes 
dissolve without actual fire. The 
shoes were usually the only cover- 
ing left on the bodies. 

“Most of these people were not 
burnt to ashes when recovered, 
but dry and shrunken, resembling: 
mummies. In many, the intense 
heat had caused the skin to burst 
and retract over typical areas, 
such as the elbow, the knee and 
the scalp. 


Carbon Monoxide Poisoning. 


“Carbon monoxide poisoning as 
@ major cause of death after aer- 
jal bombing was a_ possibility 
which few had expected before 
the war. It is now recognized as 
a typical ‘shelter or cellar death.’ 
Like heat death it occurred in 
rooms the exits of which were 
blocked by rubble or fire. In such 
cases, the origin of the carbon 
monoxide was almost always in- 
complete combustion. Also, in 
many instances, as much as 70 per 
cent of the gases liberated from 
an exploding bomb was carbon 
monoxide. 

“In all the cities visited carbon 
monoxide poisoning was regarded 
as the primary cause of death or 
injury, sometimes reaching to as 
much as 80 per cent of all incen- 
diary raid casualties. Air blast 
was found to be a relatively in- 
frequent. cause of death and af- 
fected people only within a radius 
of about 30 yards from the explos- 
ion of a bomb, 

“Perforation of the ear drums, 
inner ear deafness resulting from 
the effect of pressure waves on 
Corti’s organ, tearing of lung tis-| 
sue with resulting air embolism 
end hemorrhages in the eyes were 
—— as typical of air blast. 

ust inhalation was seen in occa- 
Gional instances: drowning oc- 
curred in approximately 1200 peo- 
ple after a dam in the Ruhr Val- 
Jey had been blown up. Indus- 
trial gases accounted for an occa- 
gional death.” 


Strain Causes Disease. 


In addition to the deaths, there 
were, of course, many more cases 
of “mechanical” injury and burns, 
and apparently a high incidence of 
diseases caused by or catalyzed by 
emotional strain. The doctors and 
scientists who conducted the sur- 
vey in the American, British and 
French occupation zones of Ger- 
many said it was “unfortunate” 
more information was not avail- 
able on the incidence of such af- 
flictions as peptic ulcer and cor- 
onary disease. 

“It is certain that if a yard- 
stick had been applied to the fre- 
quency with which fear, the dis- 
ruption of normal routine, and the 
psychologic upheaval accompany- 
ing the chaos and sorrow and 
struggle for existence in a city 
under heavy bombing contributed 
to the physical breakdown of the 
German population, we would 
have an index to one of the most 
important effects of bombing on 
a country’s ability to make war,” 
the report stated. 

“All aspects of bombing cannot 
be reviewed here because they are 
mot as yet readily discernible in 
their entirety. We feel that the ef- 
fects of bombing on civilian popu- 
lations are in many ways subtle, 
long-range effects. They are of 
such a nature as will largely\de- 
termine the health of the German 
people for the coming generation’ 


No Serious Epidemics. 


The investigators expressed sur- 


prise that despite the vast destruc-_ 
tion there were no real epidemics. | 
‘ 


They could not arrive at a satis- 
factory explanation for this al- 
though they made several sugges- 
tions. 


“Study of captured German doc- 
uments and the bulletin of the 
public health service before going 
into Germany indicated that there 
report continued. “At first, this 
appeared inconceivable since the 
destroyed cities of Germany pre- 
sented a classic culture medium 
for the spread of contagious dis- 
eases to large sections of the pop- 
ulation, / 


“Houses were down, water 
mains and sewers were ruptured 
in the same bomb craters, thou- 
sands of decaying bodies lay in 
the rubble, people lived in condi- 
tions of extreme overcrowding, 
and in some cases, all the essen- 
tials of public health service were 
lacking. 

“Add to this the frequent re- 
ports of burning buildings having 
to be sprayed with sewage when 
the water system failed and the 
fire hoses had to cut into the stag- 
nant sewers, and one can see we 
were somewhat incredulous when 
first informed there were no epi- 
demics.

ATOMIC WORKERS 
SUE U. OF CHICAGO 
FOR OVERTIME PAY 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11 (AP)—A suit 
seeking $150,000 was filed against 
the University of Chicago yester- 
day by 151 persons who said they 
worked on the development of the 
atomic bomb. 


The suit, filed in United States 
District Court, charged that the 
university failed to pay time and 
a half for overtime as provided 
under the Fair Labor Standards 
Act. Employes suing, their attor- 
ney said, include clerks, laboratory 
assistants, carpenters and mainte- 
nance workers, 

According to the suit, the work- 
ers were employed in a metallurgi- 
cal laboratory which was under 
contract to the Government and 
was “continuously engaged in 
processes and experiments culmi- 
nating in the harnessing of atomic 
energy, and the creation of the 
atomic bomb.” 

The suit estimates the employes 
are entitled to $75,000 overtime

Decision Against Famous-Barr 
Criticized by Justice Rutledge

The majority opinion held that 
the company’s action handicapped 
the union in its organizing activi- 
ties. Both opinions held that the 
company had committed an un- 
fair labor practice by refusing to 
bargain collectively with a union 
representative certified by the 
NLRB. 


“The the 


board only found,” 
minority opinion said, “that the 
employer’s ‘unilateral action’ in 
making the application to the War 
Labor Board (to get approval of 
the $2 increase) and in announc- 
ing this fact ‘had the effect of 
depriving the union of credit 
which normally would accrue to 
it, and of nullifying its efficacy as 
a bargaining agent.’ 

“Even were this true, it has not 
heretofore been held that the 
Wagner Act forbids an employer 
to take any preliminary’ step 
whatever looking toward dealing 
with his employes in the future 
which, though not intended to 
discredit the union, may have the 
effect to prevent it from obtain- 
ing some credit for proposing 
possible action which in fact the 
employer has proposed. 


“Nothing in the act requires an 
employer to maintain a union’s 
prestige or to give it credit for 
originating all proposals which 
may have some future effect upan 
his relations with his employes.” 


Justice Rutledge also answered 
the NLRB’s assertion that the 
company’s action had put the 
union “on the spot.” 


“The argument,” he _ wrote, 
“shows concern for the union’s 
spot but gives no recognition to 
the employer's.” 

Replying to the majority opinion 
that the company should have 
consulted the union it did not rec- 
ognize before seeking authority 
for the proposed wage increase 
for it and the other employes, Jus- 
tice Rutledge said: 


“This can only mean that the 
employer was compelled to ask 
the union’s permission to include 
these employes; in short, that the 
union had the right under the 
Wagner Act to veto any action 
taken by the employer to obtain 
the necessary legal authority to 
propose any increase for them,

Those who fought 
are entitled to some consideration, but 
they cannot concentrate wholly on them- 
gelves and neglect the much greater 
problem of world co-operation, 

At the last Legion convention, com- 
pulsory military training and a large 
military force were indorsed, but with 
the apparent view that a well-trained 
group of fighters will keep the whole 
world in line. That theory looks good 
on paper, but in practice it doesn’t work. 
A strong armed force is necessary as 
one means of keeping peace, not the 
end. 

We must go further and understand 
the problems and views of other coun- 
tries. To advocate a strong military 
force as an end to keeping peace is 
isolationism in disguise. 

Pressure on Congress by the Ameri- 
ean Legion, is all right, but why can’t it 
be pressure toward international Co- 
operation as well as measures to help 
the returning veteran? If the Legion 
doesn’t inject into its program a policy 
of pressure toward world peace, it will 
miss the bodt as far as drawing and 
keeping members from the veterans of 
World War II are concerned.

Distressed Bank Employes 
Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Do bank employes need salary in- 
creases? Obviously and emphatically, 
Yes. No special pleading of ‘bank offi- 
cials, exemplified by the letter from 
W. L. M., can disguise the basic facts. 

Banks conceal salaries as deliberate 
policy, but we know through talking to 
many employes who have come to our 
office for counsel and help that bank 
employes have started for as low as $50 
a month, a great number make less than 
$25 a week and no employe makes over 
what recognized national budgets esti- 
mate to be minimum living salaries. 

I must remind W. L, M. that the ex- 
ample whom he is obviously referring to, 
who gambled his money, was in fact an 
OFFICIAL, who in his official capacity 
was paid $45 a week, or $202 a month. 
Figure out what the rank and file must 
be receiving. 

Another bank official in advising his 
employes on how to become successful 
bankers stated that success was based 
on one-fifth hard work, three-fifths hon- 
esty, four-fifths integrity and two-fifths 
ability (anything less is a pawnbroker), 
Add these up and you get 10-fifths, or 
two clerks, which most banks incorpo- 
rate in one bank clerk at $25 a week. 

More and more bank employes, in the 
face of these conditions, are coming to 
the conclusion that collective bargain- 
ing is the only answer to their needs.

Silly Rules for Police 


It is announced by President Eagleton of the 
Police Board, who has just taken a trip through 
the police manual (evidently with gun and cam- 
era), that it will be revised to eliminate illegal, 
unreasonable and outdated rules. 

In this and other respects, the Police Board 
and members of the Legislature have shown a 
newly-awakened awareness that the police of 


St. Louis have been treated mighty shabbily. Bad 


police working conditions, of course, made it 
easily possible for union organizers to enroll a 
large percentage of the total force, who joined 
the union in the teeth df a rule which makes 
that act punishable by dismissal. 

Since the union was formed, policemen have 
been granted an annual allowance of $100°for 
uniforms, while bills to increase wages and to 
liberalize pensions have been introduced in the 
Legislature. 

Some of the rules in the police manual are un- 
just and repressive and others are just plain 
silly. For still others there is just no good name 
at all. For instance, how does it happen that, 
although a Supreme Court decision in the Ken- 
nedy case knocked out the rule requiring police 
to obtain permission before filing a legal action, 
it is still being enforced? 

The manual forbids a policeman to smoke “at 
any time upon a public street while in uniform,” 
presumably even when off duty. It demands 
that he be a teetotaler, not to take a drink of 
liquor or a bottle of beer, even in the privacy of 
his own home. 

A classic is the rule forbidding policemen to 
communicate information to anyone not a mem- 
ber of the force, which literally construed would 
prevent him from telling a reporter the details 
of an accident, or from telling a stranger how 
far it is to the Statler. 

Officers may not, in discussions among them- 
selves, praise or criticize the work of others in 
the department. If Officer Jones makes a fine 
arrest of a murderer, his brother officers must 
regard the feat with solemn muteness. They 
must regard with the same solemn muteness any 
boob act a colleague commits. 

If a policeman, on his two days off a month, 
wants to go out to the Meramec to fish, he must 
limit his absence from the city to 10 hours, or 
else get special permission from the Chief and 
the Police Board. 

Finally, the provisions of the manual are so 
broad and vague—like the Ninety-sixth Article of 
War as applied to’ soldiers—that any officer 
against whom a superior wants to vent prejudice 
or displeasure can easily be convicted on one 
charge or another. 

Of course, the antediluvian provisions of the 
police manual are violated constantly, since no 
one, except a combination of St. Thomas 
Aquinas, Sir Galahad, and Little Lord Fauntle- 
roy, could live up to them. But, so long as they 
are contained in the police manual, that docu- 
ment must be held up to scorn and derision. 
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Very Bad Theater 


The Hurley show is about to close after a 
brief run. It has been distinguished for its very 
bad script, consisting chiefly of lofty speeches 
interspersed with wild cries of ‘‘Wolf!’’, and for 
a tiresomely over-postured performance. 

The plain-spoken, calm replies of Secretary 
Byrnes and Under Secretary Dean Acheson to 
Gen. Hurley’s charges of diplomatic sabotage in 
China and “destroyed” policy in Iran have ut- 
terly discredited the former Ambassador. Mr. 
Byrnes’s statement, printed in part in today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion, is a clear outline of 
our Chinese policy as it was not pursued by 
Gen. Hurley himself, and a defense of George 
Atcheson and John Service. | 

Mr. Acheson, testifying yesterday without notes 
revealed that the Hurley blast against him was 
founded on nothing more than a disagreement 
several years ago over lend-lease policy in Iran-—— 
a matter decided by specialists in the Foreign 
Economic Administration, anyway—and a vi- 
cious personal attack by Gen. Hurley on a sub- 
ordinate in Mr. Acheson’s office. 

The collapse of the Hurley drama might be 
mildly amusing if it were not for deeper im- 
plications. An American Ambassador, charged 
with important and delicate missions, has shown 
himself given to arbitrary decisions, indictment 
without proof or trial of associates, and a despot- 
ic manner dangerously out of key. with our de- 
votion to the democratic way of life. 

It all adds up to very bad theater, ofa kind 
we must guard against in public affairs lest it 
weaken a political structure dependent on fair 


play. 
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The Plight of Italy 


Alcide de Gaspari, Foreign Minister in Italy’s 
third provisjonal Government, is one of the least- 
envied men in all of Europe. After 15 critical 
days since the collapse of the coalition under 
Premier Parri, de Gaspari has managed to put 
together a Cabinet acceptable to the six parties 
of the National Committee of Liberation. 

At best, the life of his Government is good for 
no more than six months, since a constituent as- 
sembly is to be called in April or before. Those 
six months will be shaken by the fear of civil 
war, quarrels over arrest of war criminals and 
tax-checking, the renaissance of former Fascists, 
especially in the south, uncontrollable black 
markets in food and fuel, unemployment, hun- 
ger, the utter wretchedness of all but the rich. 
De Gaspari is a brave man to assume such bur- 
dens. 

The American and British Governments, be- 
cause they made the deal with Badoglio and 
the Little King that prevented real revolt of the 
Italians against their Fascist overlords, are in 
great measure responsible for the pathetic in- 
stability of the country. They continue to hold 
up a peace settlement upon which Italy can plan 
her future. They continue to play fast and loose 
with men whom liberal Italians associate with 
the Mussolini era. Occupation drags on, with 
Allied interference everywhere. And while our 
Government and that of Great Britain show a 
marked preoccupation with Balkan elections, 
there is apparently no haste about letting 
Italians express themselves in the only fair way 
possible—by ballot. 

If postwar Italy is to be spared the drift into 
iron-handed rule that followed the despairing 
days after the last war, our own duties in the 
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matter had better be re-examined. Italy needs 
food, fuel, freedom from foreign pressure on 
the direction of her temporary government, and 
—more than all of these—a free vote. 
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Land Reform in Japan 

The latest directive issued through Gen. Mac- 
Arthur to the Japanese people strikes closest of 
all to the heart of political and economic reform, 
Restoring the land to the people has always 
been, historically, thee greatest single impetus 
to democracy. 

Premier Shidehara’s Government had placed 
before the Diet measures for shaking up the 
vicious, feudal, war-geared landlord system of 
Japan that are almost farcical in their evasion 
of the over-all occupation program. They pro- 
vide for Government purchase from large es- 
tates to the extent of adding about 1/6 to Japa- 
nese farm lands, but they leave untouched the 
whole system of absentee ownership. The new 
directive is a rebuke to evasive Government ac- 
tion. 

Taxes and interest rates that put too dear a 
premium on private ownership of small hold- 
ings, rentals that take half their produce, arbi- 
trary fixing of quotas, and generations of col- 
lusion between absentee land-owners and the 
Government have kept the Japanese farmer in 
servitude. 

Movements of agrarian reform, marked by 
riots, strikes and repeated attempts at political 
organization, began to grow in Japan before 
the turn of the century. Emancipation, and a 
chance to buy the land they slave over through 
the extension of reasonable credit, means more 
than freedom to the farmers of Nippon. It means 
a fresh chance to join together for political ac- 
tion and to make themselves heard as an impor- 
tant economic and social force for decent gov- 
ernment. 

To the Allies, the land reform directive has 
a far more practical consideration. Decent wages 
for Japanese workers, a decent living for Japa- 
nese farmers, mean an expanded consumer 
goods market for Japanese industry at home, 
a diversion of the eagerness to expand and ex- 
ploit colonial markets abroad. 

Such fine phases of policy as this blow at 
feudalism still wait, however, on further execu- 
tion. Where are the economic and political mis- 
sions of American experts which must be sent to 
Japan to study whether practice squares with 
policy, and what further policy must be made? 
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The Super-Deluxe Jeep 

To jeep or not to jeep, that seems to be the 
question. On one side of the question are those 
who, like Francis Senn, president of the Ameri- 
can Bantam Car Co., say the jeep was fine for 
war but is pretty tough for peace. Mr. Senn 
points out that it is reugh riding, consumes a lot 
of gasoline, and contains little room, His con- 
clusion apparently is that it will never replace 
the horse and buggy. 

On the other side of the question there are, 
among others, the 15,000 persons who have put 
in their bids for the first 10,000 jeeps. Inas- 
much as 10,000 of the bidders are veterans, who 
know what the jeep is all about and must have 
their reasons for wanting one, their combined 
opinion amounts to a compliment to the jeep 


that is of no small magnitude. 


Meanwhile, as might be pointed out to every- 
one engaged in the manufacture of automobiles, 
from the chairman of the board on down to the 
janitor,. there is one outstanding and, in this 
year, well-nigh unique feature about the jeep. 
It may be rough, it may be'expensive, it may be 
awfully easy to crowd—but nobody gan say it’s 
not available. |

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Straitjacket for REA? 


It is not surprising that electrical construc- 
tion contractors oppose the power of REA bor- 
rowers to reject all bids and then contract with 
the lowest bidder at a negotiated price less than 
his bid. No trade association we ever heard of 
was eager for any device that would lower prices 
in its industry. It is for that very reason, of 
course, that Congress should refuse to withdraw 
or reduce the negotiation power. 

Reserving the power to reject all bids is com- 
mon practice in contract-letting. When no bid 
is reasonable, the power to contract by. negotia- 
tion should also be common practice. We can 
see no reasonable objection in principle so long 
as negotiations are rigidly confined to the lowest 
bidder who meets the specifications. 

It is specially important that this alternative 
be preserved at the present time, because costs 
are rising and there is a general propensity to 
bid high. Fairly close bargaining is necessary 
for electricity co-operatives at any time. The 
only hope of making farm electrification reach 
far and wide lies in reasonable costs, and in this 
field, of course, carrying charges on capital are 
a very large part of total costs. 

These remarks are without judgment on the 
policies more or less imposed by ‘REA on its 
borrowers. Unanswered charges of favoritism 
and other abuses still stand against those poli- 
cies. The cure, however, is not in putting the 
agency in a straitjacket but in insisting that it 
be properly administered.

Secretary of State James F. Byrnes, in Statement Before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 


During the war the immediate goal of the 
Wnited States in China was to promote a 
military union of the several political fac- 
tions in order to bring their combined pow- 
er to bear upon our common enemy, Japan. 
Our longer-range goal, then as now, and a 
g0al of at least equal importance, is the 
development of a strong, united and dem- 
ocratic China. 


Tq achieve this longer-range goal, it is es- 
sential that the Central Government of 
China as well as the various dissident ele- 
ments approach the settlement of their dif- 
ferences with a genuine willingness to com- 
promise, 


We believe, as we have long believed and 
consistently demonstrated, that the Gov- 
ernment of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
affords the most satisfactory base for a de- 
veloping democracy. But we also believe 
that it must be broadened to include the 
representatives of those large and well-or- 
ganized groups who are now without any 
voice in the Government of China. 


If I understand correctly what Ambas- 
sador Hurley has stated to me, and subse- 
quently to the press and to this committee, 
he entertains no disagreement with this 
conception of our policy. Moreover, he has 
indicated to me and to this committee that 
he has been unfailingly supported by two 
Presidents and three Secretaries of State 
in his efforts to execute this policy. 


He does object, however, to what he as- 
serts has been a failure or refusal to make 
this policy public, 


I submit that the broad outlines of our 
policy in China: have never been hidden or 
difficult to recognize. 


In Fairness to Hard-Working Men 


In fairness to the loyal, intelligent and 
hard-working men of our foreign service, 
and in fairness to the employes of the De- 
partment of State generally, I am compelled 
to discuss briefly certain charges which 
Ambassador Hurley has made. 


I do not know George Atcheson or John 
Service. But because of the special criticism 
to which they have been subjected by the 
Ambassador, I have obtained and read Mr. 
Atcheson’s telegram of Feb. 28, 1945, and 
Mr. Service’s memorandum of Oct. 10, 1944. 
These are the documents upon which the 
Ambassador appears to rely most strongly 
for support of his charge that these two 
officers sought to prevent the accomplish- 
ment of the objectives of United States pol- 
icy in China. 


When Ambassador Hurley departed from 
the embassy at Chungking, Mr. Atcheson, 
as-counselor, automatically assumed charge 
of the embassy’s affairs. On Feb. 28, nine 
days after the Ambassador’s departure from 
Chungking and three days before his ar- 
rival in Washington, according to the rec- 
ords of the department, Mr, Atcheson sent 
his telegram. It contained a broad and 
thoughtful analysis of the situation in Chi- 
na as it appeared to him in the light of the 
shifting circumstances of the moment, It 
concluded with the recommendation that 
these shifting circumstances required a re- 
adjustment of our immediate strategy, 


In his telegram, Mr. Atcheson distinctly 
atated that “a favorable opportunity for dis- 
cussion of this subject should be given 


by the presence of Gen, Wedemeyer as 
well as Gen. Hurley in Washington.” 


The officer in charge of an American 
mission in a foreign country bears the re- 
sponsibility for full and accurate reporting 
of the factors.and events which are neces- 
sary to the intelligent formulation and ex- 
ecution of United States foreign policy. He 
is further responsible for the submission 
from time to time of recommendations with 
respect to this policy. If his reports and 
recommendations are to be useful it is 
clear that they must reflect his free and 
honest judgment. 


In the case of an Ambassador, these con- 
siderations have always been taken for 
granted, They have been taken equally for 
granted in the case of the officer who as- 
sumes charge during the absence of the 
Ambassador from the Embassy. 


An Honest Effort 


Tt is difficult to understand how Mr. 
Atcheson failed in any way to observe the 
letter or the spirit of these rules and tra- 
ditions. His telegram of Feb. 28 was a full 
and free report of the current situation in 
China as he saw it. His recommendation 
was an honest effort to assist the Depart- 
ment of State in the formulation of its fu- 
ture policy in China. There is nothing to 
indicate that he sought to circumvent his 
superior in making this report and recom- 
mendation, 


The specific action of John Service to 
which Ambassador Hurley referred in his 
conversation with me was the preparation 
of a mhemorandum on Oct, 10, 1944. I have 
also read this memorandum with care. 


At the time this memorandum was pre- 
pared by Mr. Service, he was not attached 
to the Embassy at Chungking. Although 
he retained his status as a foreign service 
officer, he was attached to the staff of Gen, 
Stilwell as a political observer in Yenan. 
He was at the time administratively re- 
sponsible to Gen. Stilwell and not to the 
Embassy. 


No Insubordination 


Ambassador Hurley, as of that date, was 
in China as the personal representative of 
the President with the rank of Ambassa- 
dor, But he was not the United States Am- 
bassador to China. He was not in charge 
of the United States Embassy in Chung- 
king. 

Under these circumstances it cannot be 
said that anything Mr. Service wrote con- 
stituted insubordination to Hurley, 


It is not my purpose to dwell at greater 
length upon the two documents. In my 
opinion, based upon the information which 
Ras thus far been presented to me, there 
is nothing in them to support the charge 
that either Mr. Atcheson or Mr, Service was 
guilty of the slightest disloyalty to his su- 
perior officers.

A Book About the Lambs 
In Their Literary Circle 


“The Lambs,” by Katherine Anthony. (Alfred Ai 

Knopf, New York.) 

Since Miss Anthony has already done the 
lives of such widely different figures in as 
widely different periods as Queen Eliza- 
beth, Catherine the Great, Marie Antoinette, 
Margaret Fuller and Louisa May Alcott, 
one does not expect original research in 
her latest book, “The Lambs.” Considering 
the list of previous works, one also under- 
stands why she is more interested in Mary 
than in Charles Lamb. 

The material she has collected on the 
Lambs, their circle and their pre-Victorian 
London is interesting. Her interpretations 
of motivation are provocative even if one 
wishes they were stated as conjecture rath- 
er than as unqualified assertion. 

Though this bicgrapher claims that 
Charles took the “most decisive step” in 
“humanizing” English letters and that 
Mary possessed real literary talents, this 
biography itself is good evidence that the 
Lambs, like Samuel Johnson, are more im- 
portant for the stories about them than for 
the work by them.

Their early life in the Temple, strong- 
hold of English lawyers; their father, a 
valet with literary tastes, and Aunt Sarah, 
a spinster who combined Catholicism and 
Unitarianism{ their schooling under for- 
tunately unorthodox teachers; their circle 
of acquaintances and timate friends, 
which included the Godwins, Coleridge, 
Wordsworth, Hazlitt, Hunt, Landor and 
many lesser literary figures—all are rich 
food for those with any taste for the per 
sonalities and backgrounds of literature. 

Of particular interest are those episodes 
which mark the contrast between the re- 
spected intellectual] woman of this period 
and. the Victorian “lesser man” placed on 
the pedestal which effectively restricted 
her activities. Mary Lamb and her best 
friend, Sarah Stoddart, who wore her hair 
cropped short and had the habit of “prop 
ping her feet up on the fender” while the 
two of them engaged in “untrammeled con- 
versation” on “feminine destiny” and sipped 
their modest potations of brandy and wa- 
ter, bear little resemblance to Victorian 
“ladies.” 

The reader’s possible .rejection of Miss 
Anthony’s psychiatric analysis of the Lambs 
should in no way diminish his enjoyment 
of this book, for difference of interpreta- 
tion is the lifeblood of literary criticism. 
Lavish use of quotation and anecdote gives 
the reader full scope for building his own 
theories and increasing his knowledge of 
these two complex and truly talented cock- 
neys.

The human life of Jesus has been studied 
by many, but scarcely by anyone who has 
brought to the study such reverent under- 
standing and richness of interpretation as 
John Erskine.

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The British-American Agreement

F there is any difficulty in either country, it will not be because 


the British-American loan agree- 
The difficulty is not, 


as in many other negotiations, censorship and secrecy, but the con- 
trary: whether enough people will take the trouble to listen to the 
information and the explanations which the men who worked out 


the agreement are panting to impart. 


The official discussions in Wash- 
ington lasted 12 weeks, and they 
were preceded by informal discus- 
sions in London and in Washing- 
ton over a period of many months. 
_They have been private. But they 
have not been secret. 

There has never been a time 
when a member of Congress 
or a journalist or anyone else in 
public life could not get a full ex- 
planation of what were the prob- 
lems, the issues, the alternative 
solutions, the political difficulties. 


A Mistaken Concept. 


There is another’ difficulty 
which arises out of the notion 
that in an internationa] transac- 
tion there is always a winner and 
a loser. Many men find it hard 
to believe that there can be an 
international arrangement by 
which everyone gains. 

This is, however, such an ar- 
rangement. There is nothing that 
either Government has conceded 
which it would have been more 
profitable to its people not to con- 
cede. 

We, for example, are allowing 
the British Government to borrow 
up to 3% billions over a period of 
about six years. They will use it 
as working capital, chiefly to buy 
food and raw materials until their 
industries have been reconverted 
from war and can again earn the 
money abroad to pay for what 
Britain must buy abroad. 

If we are giving up anything 
or are losing anything here, then 
#0 also is any banker who extends 
a line of credit to a productive 
business which is expected to be 
earning its way with a profit. No 
one thinks the banker is losing, 
conceding or performing an act 
of charity, and neither are we 
when we provide working capital 
to a country which is as product- 
ive as Britain. 


How the British Win. 


Nor have the British conceded 
anything to us which would have 
made them better off if they had 
not. They are paying for this 
money, hiring it as Calvin Cool- 
jdge used to say, at very little less 
than what the United States Gov- 
ernment will pay our people for 
this money. 

No doubt it would seem easier 
if they did not have to pay for 
it at all. But in fact it would be 
harder. For their whole position 
in the world, what they think 
about themselves and what the 
world thinks about them, would 
have been lowered if they had 
emerged from the war 4s depend- 
ents of the United States. 

They get from the transaction 
not only the working capital they 
‘must have immediately, but also 
gomething which is of infinite 
value to any great international 
trading community: a mutual rec- 


ognition of their own inherent 


solvency. 


Benefits to Both Sides. 


There is no doubt that the bene- 
fits of the agreement go far be- 
yond the immediate financial ef- 
fects of the credit itself. The 
arrangement makes it possible to 
open up trade between and within 
the regions of the world where 
the dollar and sterling are inter- 
national money. These regions do 
at least half of all the interna- 
tional business of the world. 

This is enough to make it rea- 
sonably sure that a relatively free 
rather than a closely and narrowly 
regimented system of trade shall 
survive, and flourish well enough 
to hold its own, and in the end to 
prevail. 

If Britain and America went 
have to happen if this agreement 
failed, then there would be no 
conceivable way of maintaining 
any kind of free economy in the 
world. The world would become 
divided into small economic re- 
gions, bureaucratically controlled, 
and no amount of speech-making 
about ¢ree enterprise would then 
save free enterprise. 

Britain and the countries of the 
sterling area, together with the 
United States, Canada,. and the 
countries which have dollars or 
the equivalent, are the mainstays 
of the international economy. 
This fact makcs the loan to Brit- 
ain a wholly different proposition 
from loans which may be asked 
for countries like Russia or China. 

The British loan is indispensa- 
ble to us if there is to be a system 
of world trad>s to which our own 
economic system is suited. 


What Differences Are. 


Loans to Russia and to China 
must rest on radically different 
considerations. Russia and China 
are not now great factors in world 
trade. They may become great 
factors. But they are not so now. 
It is possible to resume world trade 
without their immediate participa- 
tion. 
possible. 

Loans to Russia and China 
would be investments in order to 
increase their productive capacity 
and then to raise the standard of 
life of two great peoples. That 
is surely a desirable thing to do. 
But the reasons for doing it, and 
the terms on which it could best 
be done, must in the nature of 
things be different from the rea- 
sons of this particular arrange- 
ment; and from the terms which 
have been agreed upon. 

There ought to be no misunder- 
standing about that either here 
or abroad. If there is misunder- 
standing, it will come from those 
who have not understood the real

How Carry-Back of Excess Profits Works 


HE workings of the so-called 


T 


carry-back under the wartime ex- 


cess profits tax are something to behold. For corporations strug- 
gling with the problems of reconversion, strikes, shortages and 


snafu in general, the carry-back is a dream of heaven; a pink cloud 
that will cushion every big corporation for another 12 months. 


As the law stands today, ‘a cor- 
poration paying excess profits tax 
in 1945 could shut down complete- 
ly, let its plants fall into ruin and 
yet make almost as much money 
in 1946 as it did this year. Here 
is how it works: 

Each corporation, under the 
wartime provision, is allowed an 
excess profits credit for each year 
of wartime profits. This is based 
on the average earnings of the 
company for the years 19386 to 
’39 or as an alternative on invest- 
ed capital. On profits above this 

redit the corporation paid during 
he war at the rate of 85% per 


cent. 


(Concrete Example. 


But in order to make sure that 
the big corporations would have 
enough funds to tide them through 
reconversion, Congress hooked on 
the carry-back. Take, as an ex- 
ample, a corporation with an ex- 
cess profits credit of $1,000,000. 

That company in 1944 made 
$500,000 more than the credit. In 
1945 it made $1,000,000 in profit 
which was just equal to the credit 
and therefore.the corporation will 
pay no excess profits tax for the 
current year. 

But in 1946 the company will 
make only $600,000, or $400,000 less 
than the credit. Therefore it can 
go back to 1944, when it paid the 
85% per cent rate on $500,000, and 
claim a refund of $342,000, which 
is the difference between the tax 
paid on $500,000 and the tax paid 
on $100,000. Thus profits for 1946 
before deduction of the normal 
corporate tax, would be brought 
up to $942,000. 


Stirrings of Conscience. 


Whether a corporation that sim- 
ply quits could claim the whole 
amount of excess profits tax paid 
in previous years—or enough to 
equal the credit—is a question the 
federal courts will doubtless have 
to decide. And before it is de- 
cided, it may wel! get into Con- 
gress. 

When the excess profits tax was 
repealed in the Revenue Act 
adopted a month ago, Congress 
voted to extend the carry-back for 
another year, through the end of 
1946. That there were stirrings 
of conscience on this score, how- 
ever, is indicated by a statement 
made in the report of the Senate 
Finance Committee on that gen- 
erous law: 


To Avoid Abuses. 


“It is believed necessary to con- 
tinue the carry-back for one more 
year, to be sure that business has 
the opportunity to apply reconver- 
sion expenditures to reduce war- 


i 


time taxes. However, it is recog- 
nized that this carry-back is sub- 
ject to abuse and inequity. There- 
fore, your committee is studying 
ways of removing the abuses of 
this provision and expects to pro- 
pose retroactive legislation on this 
subject in the near future.” 

If a company just quit cold, 
that might be an “abuse. ” But 
what about the company that 
makes very much less than the 
average profit for the year 1936 
to ’39 because of strikes that slow 
or stop production? 


A Miller’s Statement. 


That is a question you are cer- 
tain to hear debated if big 
strikes develop in 1946. Labor 
will be on one side and the corpo- 
rations on the other. Given the 
present temper of Congress, it is 
not likely that corporations suf- 
fering losses from strikes will be 
judged in “abuse” of the law and 
therefore the companies will get 
their tax refunds. 

A textile mill owner in the south 
is reported to have told his em- 
ployes in a pamphlet circulated 
throughout his mills that his prof- 
its were guaranteed under the 
carry-back provision, but the same 
thing could not be said for their 
wages. The moral was that they 
had better think a long time be- 
fore they voted to go out on strike. 

Agitation is already beginning 
for outright repeal of the carry- 
back provision, This is not like- 
ly. It is possible, however, that 
under pressure from labor it will 
be amended to deny carry-backs 
to employers who refuse to com- 
ply with collective bargaining pro- 
cedure, 

Few Yoresaw, at least on the 
labor side, what this seemingly 
innocent provision would mean. 
But business has been aware from

“The Hasty Heart,” one of that 
small number of plays that arrives 
in a town preceded by a Broadway

The “battle” between Dall and 

the men and the nurse—Dall to 
accept no favors and be indebted 
to nobody, and the men and the 
nurse to remain friendly to the 
sufly man and still not to tell him 
why they are friendly—is the ma- 
terial from which the events of 
the play are made. 
Highlight of the play is the giv- 
ing of a Cameron Highlander’s 
“kiltie” outfit to Dall on the oc- 
casion of his birthday. It is then 
that Dall breaks down and “gives 
his heart.” Will the giving at the 
inevitable denouement mean sor- 
row for him, since it is hard to 
leave friends behind? Or will it 
mean gladness, since a man likes 
to be missed by those he leaves 
behind? As the plot’s worked out, 
it turns out to mean gladness. 

An interesting moral to be de- 
rived from the play, when all’s 
summed up, is that a man’s heart 
is not necessarily where his coun- 
try is, but where his friends are. 
Since his ward fellows include an

RANBERRIES are one of the 

most delightful fruits now in 

season. The brilliant red color, 
juiciness and the sprightly flavor 
make them tempting to the eye 
and the palate. And they aren’t 
exactly duds when it comes to 
food value. While very few fruits 
supply many calories, and their 
mineral value is not high, cran- 
berries contain some _ calcium, 
phosphorus, iron and copper, as 
well as some vitamins—A. C, and 
nicotinic acid. 

As a rule cranberries are served 
plain as a fruit sauce or jelly to 
accompany meat or poultry and 
little use has been made of them 
in the preparation of desserts. 
The following recipe is for a quick 
mix cake batter that is poured 
over the raw cranberries to re- 
semble the procedure followed in 
making the usual upside-down 
cake. But in the cooking the cran- 
berries which exude juice tend to 
rise and some of them travel 
almost to the surface of the cake. 
The result is a delicious cakey 
dessert that is at the peak of its 
goodness while it is still warm. 


Hot Cranberry Dessert. 


Three cups cranberries (about 
three fourths of a pound); one- 
fourth cup water; two-thirds cup 
sugar; two-thirds cup sifted flour; 
one and a half teaspoons baking 
powder; one-fourth teaspoon salt; 
half a cup milk; one egg; two 
tablespoons melted butter. 

Pick over and wash cranberries. 
Turn into a greased eight-inch 
cake pan. Add water and all but 
one tablespoon of sugar. Sift flour, 
baking powder and _ remaining 
sugar together three times. Add 
milk, egg and butter. Stir lightly 
and quickly just to mix thorough- 
ly. Pour batter over berries and 
bake at 425 degrees for about 25 
minutes, until] cake tests done. 
Serve immediately with cream if 
desired.

Leek and Potato Soup. 

If ieeks are not procurable, use 
green or dry onions instead in the 
following recipe. Put four medi- 
um potatoes which have been 
peeled and cut in a quarter-inch 
dice into a kettle with twu small 
thinly sliced leeks and one-half 
cup of thinly sliced celery. Add 
two cups of water. Cover and boil 
eight to 10 minutes, or until 
about tender. Add three and one 
half cups of milk. Blend one 
tablespoon flour, two teaspoons 
salt, and one half cup of milk. 
Add to the other ingredients. Re- 
heat to boiling, stirring often, 
then simmer two or three min- 
utes. Stir in one tablespoan but- 
ter or margarine. Four servings. 

Serve each child three cups of 
to drink and each adult 
one cup in addition to that used 
in today’s menus.

Two pairs sweetbreads, two 
tablespoons lemon juice, two table- 
spoons flour, two tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine, one cup light 
cream, one cup milk, two table- 
spoons sherry, fine bread crumbs. 

Soak sweetbreads in cold water 
for 20 minutes. Drain and place in 
boiling water to cover to which 
has been added the lemon juice. 
Simmer for 20 minutes, drain, and 
plunge into cold water. Drain and 
remove the skin and membrane 
and break into pieces. Melt butter 
or margarine in sausepan, remove 
from heat and add flour mixing 
to a smooth paste. Return to 
flame and gradually pour in 
cream and milk, stirring constant- 
ly until mixture thickens. Add salt 
and pepper and sherry. Place 
sweetbreads in a greased casser- 
ole. Pour sauce over them and 
cover with bread crumbs and dot 
with butter or margarine. Bake in 
a moderate over 15 minutes.

There, via the United States 
Postal Service, thousands of Suf- 
fering Souls lay bare their aching 
hearts, all of them firmly believ- 
ing that they are more acutely 
sensitive than anyone else and 
therefore deserve extra-special 
consideration and treatment, 


The real sufferers, as you surely 
know if there is a Sensitive Soul 
among your acquaintances, are the 
martyred relatives and friends. 
Which prompts me to make a few 
rude remarks on the subject, to 
wit: Sensitiveness does not indi- 
cate refinement. It is not a mark 
of a superior, “high strung” na- 
ture. It is nothing more than a 
sign of gelfishness and conceit. 


Of course I am using the word 
in a special sense. Normally, 
everyone is sensitive to some de- 
gree. We all have feelings, we 
are all subject to hurts and heart- 
break. But well balanced people 
learn to control their sensitiveness 
and to take their hurts with sense 
if not with good nature. It takes 


Qe a long time ago, when I 


only a little reasoning to make 
them realize that nobody is trying 
to hurt them, Or if anyone ac- 
tually has the time and inclina- 
tion to be malicious, that person 
is immediately shown up as @ 
troublemaker and his viciousness 
is dismissed and ignored as not 
worth recognition. So if affronts 
occur, civilized people realize they 
are unintentional and treat them 
accordingly. 

But what about the vast num- 
ber of people who nurse their 
bruises and magnify their impor- 
tance instead of brushing them 
aside as sensible people do? Do 
they really suffer more than the 
rest of us? They do not. They 
are simply making more of a fuss 
over their suffering for the pur- 
pose of attracting attention, They 
dre making a racket of their sen- 
sitiveness in order to command 
the attention they can obtain in 
no other way. 

There are various ways of 
treating these public pests who 
hold you up with their sob stories, 
For such tacties do constitute a 
holdup just as truly as robbery 
at the point of a gun. If you are 
brave enough you can ignore their 
fake broken . hearts. That is 
what you know, you should do, 
and if you don’t you despise your- 
self for being taken in. And if 
you do, you despise yourself for 
being a brute. 


So what can you do? Turn a 
deaf ear to the sobs of the mis- 
treated little wife whose husband 
cruelly ridicules her cooking and 
ignore the tears of the pitiful, 
gray-haired mother whose daugh- 
ter insists on living her own life? 
Maybe you can. I can’t.

ISCIPLINE, to many people, 

means punishment and that is 

not as it should be. Discipline 
is experience applied to behavior 
and that need not always be. pun- 
ishment. It can be fun, it can be 
educational] through  enlighten- 
ment, it can be unhappy conse- 
quences of a mistake. It must 
always be impersonal as far as 
bystanders like parents and teach- 
ergs are concerned and personal to 
the child or youth concerned. 

My experience with many chil- 
dren of all ages up to 13 tells me 
that gentleness, sympathy, unself- 
ish co-operation with children, is 
better than slapping, shaking and 
beating. Force of that nature 
never helps. It injures those who 
administer it and those who re- 
ceive it. I can understand how 
an exasperated parent or teacher 
will slap a child and no harm 
come to either. The explosion is 
likely to clear the air and bri 
both the slapped and the slappe 
to their senses. But deliberate 
beating of a child, so many lashes 
for each offense is an unholy 
thing and not to be pardoned or 
even tolerated in a civilized land. 

Playgrounds Help. 

I know what I am talking about 
for I have dealt with some of the 
so-called bad boys of a great city. 
They need no beating, no severe 
punishment. They need help, a 
decent home, good food, clean 
places to play—and right there 
the children of New York should 
rise up and bless their Park Com- 
missioner for the splendid play- 
grounds he has built and equipped 
for them. Those playgrounds do 
more to teach decent behavior, 
democratic ways of life, than any 
penal institution could ever do. 

Discipline of children, a better 
term is training of children, 
should begin when the child is 
born, Train him gently as you 
would have him grow. Day by 
day lead him in the ways of 
Cleanliness, goodwill, health and 
activity. Teach him to be useful 
in the service of other people. 
Teach him to help wherever he 
can and be glad of the privilege. 
We have too much of selfishness 
in our community life and too 
little service. 

Disciplinary Force. 

The greatest disciplinary force 
is the one most overlooked today, 
morality. Teach children’ the 
meaning of the two old words, 
Right and Wrong, and hold that 
standard before him until he 
cultivates a tender conscience to 
hold to the Right, and battle 
against the Wrong. 

Yes, I know that road does not

does lead to spiritual strength, 
grace and peace and in the end, 
happiness. Discipline children with 
that end in view and you cannot

NEW YORK, Monday. 


WAS greeted at the breakfast 
J tabie the other morning with 

“The Experiment in Autobiogra- 
phy,” by H. G. Wells, The book 
looks as if it would be fascinating 
reading. If I have the opportu- 
nity of spending a few consecu- 
tive days in the country at Christ- 
mas time, I will take it along for 
my literary diet. 


I also received a copy of the 
November issue of “Commentary,” 
a magazine published by the 
American Jewish Committee. 
While this is frankly a Jewish 
magazine which plans to discuss 
the interests and varied points of 
view of the Jewish people them- 
selves, it also plans to relate their 
particular problems to their larg- 
er interests in the nation and in 
the world. 


As in every other group, there 
are great varieties of opinion 
among the Jewish people on va- 
rious questions. In this country, 
especially, I think that the great 
majority of people of the Jewish 
faith, even those who have come 
from other lands, consider them- 
selves only as Americans. They 
have fulfilled their duties as 
American citizens ever since the 
earliest days, with a patriotism 
and devotion to this country equal 
to that of the members of any 
other group. Back in revolution- 
ary days, our financial existence 
was assured by the contributions 
of two men, one of them a Jew. 


I have alwys felt therefore, that 
it would be far better if, like 
every other group, those who 
wished to be primarily American 
citizens could be so considered, 
with no discrimination practiced 
against them any more than it 


should be practiced against any 
other American citizen. 

Until we have complete equality 
of opportunity in every field, equal 
rights socially and economically, 
we cannot consider ourselves a 
real democracy, 


Equal rights mean that we live 
our personal lives as we choose. 
Our friends and our activities are 
our own choice, but we conform 
to the national pattern in all pub- 
lic contacts. 

There cannot be, of course, com- 


plete equality for every human be-

West led the heart nine. The 
ace won, and declarer immediately 
ruffed a heart with the spade 10. 
He led to the club ace, ruffed an- 
other heart with the king, led to 
the club king and ruffed the last 
heart with the trump ace. 


Now he led his own last trump 
to dummy and started to draw 
trumps, discarding a low diamond. 
East’s failure to follow the second 
trump lead, however, seemed to be 
a severe shock to declarer. He 
had intended, of course, to draw 
trumps, then to give up a trick 
to the club queen, thus keeping 
the diamond ace and club jack for 
the two fulfilling tricks. With a 
3-2 trump break, dummy’s fourth 
trump would have been a bulwark 
against further heart leading by 
East. 

When, however, it became ob- 
vious that all of dummy’s trumps 
would be needed to draw West’s, 
declarer saw no hope unless the 
defenders slipped. East had dis- 
carded a club on the second trump 
lead: declarer now led the club 10 
from dummy. East, in with the 
queen, could have rectified mat~- 
ters for the enemy by leading a 
diamond, but he didn’t even con- 
sider such a horrible play. Know- 
ing that South was out of trumps, 
he led his last heart and: forced 
dummy to ruff. A diamond loser 
became unavoidable for South. 


After the trump break was re 
vealed South had no choice but to 
go on drawing trumps, discard-
